It is reported that several rice boats bound from 
Wusieh and Zangchow for Shanghai have boen robbe@e 
In consequence of this other rice boats are afraid to come 
and a big increase in the price of r&e-may result. 

Brigadior General Wong Ping = an officer of 
the Shanghai garrison, left for Nanking on 1éth inst. 

At present there are about thirty boats containing 
several hundred rebels on the Ghekiang side of the Tahoo 
Lakee These are the men who wore driven away from Wukiang 
by Govornment troops. They are apparently not 
recognised by the Chokiang Authorities who decline 
to @Gisperse them or take control over them and the 
Military Authorities of this province cannot take any 
action without upsctting the arrangement mado to keep 
the northern troops,for the time being, away from the 
territory which is under the jurisdiction of the 
Authorities of Onokiang.
